Royalty Barely Escape Aerial Raid 


But 6 Hours 


When Bombs Begin to Fall at 


Sandringham-Britain Again Gets 
Protest from Uncle Sam. 


LONDON. Jan. 20.—It was evidently the intention oi' the Ger- 


mans in their aerial raid last night to attsick King Georgo and Queen 
Mary, who have been staying at Sandnngham, but their majesties 
had left the Sandringham palace lor London only about six hours be- 
fore the raid was made.

Early dispatches stated that two persons had been killed at Yar- 


mouth, and one at Kings Lynn. 


Panic Follows Raid 


Panic has followed the raid. The government is taking fresh 


precautionary measures" all along the cast "oast and in London. In- 
surance risks against damage by Zeppelins in thib city is rising. 


In the damaged towns the terror which followed the attack Avas 


unabated today. A mad search for German spies was begun, as a 
result of reports that signals had been U ashed to the raiding Zeppe- 
lins at Yarmouth. According to these reports a signal was given 
from a house near the Aquarium theatre in Yarmouth just before the 
attack began. 


Owing to the darkness of the night and the excitement in the dis- 


tricts visited by the hostile airships, it was impossible to tell accu- 
rately IIOAV many ships were in the squadron, but it is reported that 
there Avere at least six. 


All Invaders Escape 


Whether these airships were Zeppelms, balloons or aeroplanes 


has not yet been definitely established. 


There is increasing belief in London this morning that possibly 


only airships took part in the attack. There has been no news today 
so far ,to confirm the report current last night that a Zeppelin had 
been brought down on ,the English coast; on the contrary it now ap- 
pears as though all the German raiders have returned whence they 
came.

Cossacks Get Busy 


PETROGRAD, Jan. 20.—Another daring cavalry drive by the 


Russian Cossacks has carried the advance lines of Grand Duke Nich- 
olas' troops to the very border of East Prussia, only 19 miles from 
Thorne, the great military base upon A\ lueh the Germans rely for their 
supplies in the»poland campaign. 
A statement issued here at mid- 


night reported sharp fighting at Dobrzyp. This town is on tho river 
Drewenz, which is one of the defenses of Thorn and forms pait of the 
boundary line between East Prussia and Polund. 


Germans Victorious 


BERLIN, Jan. 20.—The capture of 200 yards oi French trenches 


nortliwest of Arras and of 500 yards of French trenches in the Argon- 
ne, is announced in a statement issued here this afternoon. It shows 
that operations have been resumed in Alsace, saying that the German 
troops have made good progress, in the forest north of Scnnheini. 


British Defeated 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 20.—Defeat of Biitish troopTln Ara- 


bia by Turkish soldiers is announced in an official statement issued 
here today. The scene of the fighting was at the Shat-el-Arab river, 
a stream formed by the junction of the Euphrates and Tigris ri\ orb. 
The official statement follows: 


"During a night attack on the forts at the Shat-el-Arab the Eng- 


lish forces were surprised by our troops and lost 100 men in killed 
end wounded. 


"An English cavalry division attempted to surprise the Turkish 


cavalry near Corna. It was stipported by a gunboat, but the enoniy 
suffered heavy loses and the gunboat was forced to withdraw."

ered meat to Germany, which has been heavy for several months, has 
ceased owing to the lack of demand. Presumably Germany is butch- 
ering its own cattle freely, the dispatch declares, owing to the high 
price of fodder.

FAVORED. 


Reighard AJso Proposes Changes In 


State's Fiscal Year.
